A month later 
this gentleman came to see me, and told me the message 
had saved his property. 

I have some friends who live in a quaint old house on 
the east coast, and for many years I bave occasionally 
stayed with them. On one of my visits I met a lady 
guest who was a medium, and we soon became friends. We 
both attended a seance where my friend was the medium, . 
and subsequently came along home with some friends who 
had been invited to supper.
